A Domestic Allegory. 
In those partB of Asia which aro 
Bnbjeot to tho British rulo, tbo hout ol 
the climato nnd the taBto for easo and 
luxury which is ongoudcrod by tho 
opprossivoDOHs of tho atmosphere, have 
encouraged tho indulgence of habilB, 
which in temporato climateB would bo 
thought extravagant and luxurious, 
although ubo and tho custom of sovoral 
generations have made thorn almost 
necessaries of lifo in tho tropics- 
Take for instance, tho rotinuo of sor» 
vants which an European of modorato 
income is compelled to koep in India ; 
in any tomporate climato tho number 
would bo ridiculed as absurd and use- 
less, then again, tho master of tho 
house novor thinks of troubling him- 
self about his servants, ho will soldom 
evon biro any others than tho Kil- 
magar or butler, and perhaps a coach- 
man. As long as thero is no lack of 
monoy, and no vory close overhauling 
of account*, tho affairs of tho house- 
hold will probably go on Binoothly. 
Tho European who has his own busi~ 
neas to attend to, is anxious for relaxa- 
tion whou the day's work is ovor, and 
does not deBiro to trouble himself' with 
the menage of his housohold, or his 
stable, ho tolls his head servant what 
ho can afford to spend upou his es- 
tablishment por mouth, and gives him- 
self no lurthor anxiety; ho expects to 
Bit down to a comlortablo dinner every 
day, and to havo his horsos and carri- 
ages in good order, it does not occur 
to him to grudge tho wagos which ho 
pays to his butler or coaohman for 
doing but little for him, nor does it 
anyway cause him uneasiness that tho 
Butlor will not bo much as raovo a 
chair across tho room for tho lady of 
the houBe, or that tho coachman will 
touch nothing in the stablo or coach_ 
house except tho whip and roins ; so 
long as everything is properly ordorod 
in the establishment, and tho Muooa- 
dums seo that all tho undorlings do 
their work properly, tho Englishman 
pays tho monthly bills readily and 
without a murmur ; ho is perfectly 
contented that his head sorvanta 
should do no work themselves and bo 
overpaid, and will not gruinblo if they 
cheat him, bo long as ho is not annoyed 
by tho indolonco or want of attention 
or thieving propensities of tho rcBt of 
his establishment, but if tho cook runs 
up enormouB bills and produces indif- 
ferent dinners, or if tho groom brings 
tha horso to the door with a rough 
coat and sorry harness, then must tho 
butler and coachmau look to it or 
leave, and without a character. It is 
not entirely with tho view of condemn- 
ing theso customs that we put forth 
this parable, tho system is not cntiroly 
bad, if properly carried out, and as it 
iathe nature and habit of Englishmen 
to submit to extortion rather than in- 
cur any trouble, it is not surprising 
that under tho influence of a tropical 
climate, customs which tend to easo, 
and do not after all cost much moro 
than would bo expondod if tho employer 
looked after ovcry separato depart- 
ment of his household himsolf, should 
be adopted ; but it Is certainly sur- 
prising to find any portion of a tax- 
paying community adopting a similar 
Bystom, moro especially in a country 
iike British Columbia, where tho oli- 
mate iB not euuorvating, and whoro tho 
business men of tho Colony havo 
nmnln lei«m*0 t.n lnnlr after affairs, and 
to seo that they aro properly perform- 
ed; tbo reason that somo amongst us 
oponly avow for leaving things andor 
tho chargo of one man, who is not 
even ro8pon6iblo to those who provido 
tho monoy, is, that "public affairs aro 
not their businoss," that "they do not 
intorforo in politios," that "tuoy detest 
professional politicians," but really tho 
excuses of such mon aro so uttorly do- 
void of roason, that to liston to them 
is todious, and to quoto thorn would bo 
worse than useless, oxcopt f'or.tho solo 
purpose of pointing_out how worth- 
less and how mischiovous thoy aro ; 
those who put forward such lame pleas 
for their noninterference in public 
business, aro tho very mon who pro- 
duoo in countries, that stato of public 
feeling which culminates in revolution; 
thoy are tho samo class of mon that al- 
lowed the Stuarts to tamper with tho 
English Constitution to suoh an extont 
as, but tor tho expatriation of tho 
wholo family by thoso who woro 
active enough to movo in publio affairs, 
would havo brought tho mouarohy to 
a oloso two hundred yoars ago. Much 
mischief is done in our own Colony by 
thoBO who aro content to loavo our 
Govornmont as it 1b. It is that class 
of mon who say, "give tho Govornmont 
f airplay," that oncourugo tho proBout 



Governor of toifl Colony to boliovo 
that tho .pooplo aro satisfied, both with 
himself, and with tho presont form of 
Government, and that dissatisfaction 
is only a political cry. If tho Gover- 
nor woro half as active as tho princi- 
pal sorvants in tho Eust, whoBo system 
of doing their master's business wo 
havo skotcbod, if ho oven took oaro 
that tho wholo govornmoutal maohino 
worked economically and well, wo 
could understand indolent and indiffer- 
ent pooplo saying, "lot things remain 
as thoy aro, thoy might bo worse," but 
as it is, wo can only suggest as a con- 
clusion to our parable, that if the Kit- 
magar failed to sou that thoso under 
him performed their work properly. It 
ho permitted gross oxtravaganco, and 
if ho did not rondor a proper account 
of the funds oemmittod to his chargo 
for carrying on tho establishment, bo 
would ho dischargod and with such a 
charaotor that he would not bo likoly 
to got another placo. 



Mr. Waddiugton's Overland Route. 

The petition of Mr. Waddington, of 
Vanocuvor Island, to tho Iraporial Par- 
liament, praying for aid to open a road 
from Lako Suporior to British Colum- 
bia, and which has boon published, 
does not discloso an aitraotivo picture 
of his domicile. Ho attompta to ox- 
plain tho causes why that island has 
failed to realize tho expectations 
whioh woro nouriahod as to its even- 
tual prosperity when it was first 
oolouiaod • but wo must gropo our 
way through much obscurity to reach 
any solution. Climato, soil, coal, 
fisheries, harbours, and gold deposits 
aro hero • yet Vancouver-languishes • 
one-half tho population arc anxious to 
depart — tho other to annex tliouisolves 
to tbo United States. Mr. Wadding- 
ton has material interests at stake, and 
is ovidontly attaohod to tho old flag. 
It is, therefore, natural that ho should 
cast about for somo romedy loss dras- 
tic than a change of Govornment and 
transmuting himself into an Amorioan. 
Ho seoa no alternative save in con- 
federation, and the only obstaoio in 
tho way — tho want of an iutorocoanic 
road. Wo quito ooncur with him as 
to tho feasibility of constructing a 
waggon road from Lako Suporior to 
tho Paoifio, because throe-fourths of 
tho routo would traverse tho Saskat- 
chewan prairio country, and tolerably 
easy pasBOB woro long sinco discovorod 
through the Rooky Mountains ; but 
wo never yet have been ablo to under- 
stand from any enthusiast of tho 
Waddington sohool bow wo nro to 
reach tho west end of Suporior for 
soven months of the year. Wo admit 
that for tho othor fi?o, stoamors cau 
conduct tho traQio ; but whon once 
tho ico, bars the navigation, wo should 
bo as muoh shut out from tbo wost as 
from Iludson's Bay or the east shore 
of Labrador' and tho Moravian mis- 
sions. It is bogging tho question to 
assume that wo can ubo tho American 
railway to St. Paul and ascend tho 
Rod River, beoause tho sumo argu- 
mont would apply with moro eogeticy 
against the Intercolonial and in favour 
of tbo Portland louto. A centralised 
and despotic powor like Russia could 
establish a post road from St. Peters- 
burgh to tho Amoor liivor, along 
whioh tho late Sir George Simpson 
sped nt tho rate of ton miles an hour 
for a thousand leagues. But oven 
Russia parted with nor possessions on 
this oontinont, although Alaska was 
moro acooBsible from the Amoor in 
wiutor than tho Red River is to 
Canada, if wo confino oursolvos to 
our own territory. Had tho prairio* 
of the Saskatchowao been placod by 
naturo in closo proximity to Wuatcru 
Canada, thoy would to-day contain 
tho half-million of our pooplo who 
emigrated to tho neighbouring republic 
and Australia ; but with hundreds of 
miles of rooky desolate oounlry urouud Hu- 
ron and, Superior— shutiing ua out from the 
basio cf the Winnipeg— we aeo serious im- 
pediment to Ireo winter intercourse with the 
Red River country, Wo may be told tbut 
California furnished acaso analogous to Vau- 
oouver Island and British Columbia, but it 
must bo remembered that California was 
from the outset, seifrsupporiing ; und now, 
besides its gold and wool, exports twelve 
million bashels oi wheal.

Thoir aim and objects may be good, and 
ai you say, nobody can deuy them a perfect 
right to form a league for a legitimate pur- 
pose; but under the circumstances, in my 
opinion, the cool ussortion that thoy repre- 
sent 'different constituencies' and havo the 
'authority ol tho people of British Columbia' 
is as deliberate a piece of impudence as has 
for some time beon perpetrated, and 1 von- 
turo to say thai ray opinion is not, by that 
of somo hundreds of persons, a singular one.

London, Sept. \ 88— Advices from 
Spain toiday confirm tho reports that tho 
insurgents wero m arching their forces on 
the Capital. I The . revolution is rapidly 
progressing in tho interior. Tho city of 
Valladolid has pronounced against the 
Quoen. The revolt has already, extended 
to most of tho proviiicos, into which Old 
and New Oastilo havo been divided, 

Tho following is tho very latest from 
Spain : Tho city of Carthagena has been 
bombarded by tho rebel fleet. General 
Prim has gono to Valencia, Marshal 
Nava Liehez commaudor of tho ltoyul 
troops in tho field is retreating before the 
advanco of Marshal Sorrano. 

Paius, Sept. 28— Evening— Tho Patrie 
says tho situation in Spniu is grave. The 
rebels are gaiuing strongth every day 
while tho efforts of tho (aovernment to 
withstand tho torrent is evidently weakon 
iug. The last ship of tho Spanish uavy has 
joined the rebels. All reports indicate 
that public opinion throughout tho king- 
dom favors the revolution, The portion 
of tho army which still romains faithful to 
the Queen is disorganized and little de- 
pendence is placed on it. 

Paius, Sopt. 29 — Tho city of Cartha 
gena joins tho revolutionists. Marshal 
Purva of the Royal army, at Inst accounts 
was completely surroundod by tho insur- 
gent troops. 

Cadiz has beon declared a frco port by 
the revolutionists.' 

Paris, Sept. 29 — Tho Queen of Spain 
still remains at Sun Sebastian. It i8 re- 
ported that Joso Concha at tho head of 
tho Government in Madrid and Manuel 
Concha commanding tho army it! the field 
have both sent in thoir resignations to 
the Queen, In their comrauuications 
they inform the Queen that her refusal to 
return to Madrid unless accompanied by 
her Minister, Marfcr destroys all hope 
in suppressing tha insurrection. The 
Queen accopted the resignation of tho 
Conchas, and will form a new ministry 
The Queen also summoned a Couneil of 
State to assemble at San Sebastiau, It 
is rumored that an insurrection has 
broken out at Madrid, and that the 
I2ueen has left San Sobustian and crossed 
tho French frontier.
